a Treasury official are growing more
fastidious every year in the matter of
handling money They nave gradually

accustomed to fresh crisp bank
notes o Treasury certificates and do not
care to handle soiled and dirty looking
money suggestive of microbes The gov-

ernment has encouraged this tendency to
demand clean soles

A big money factory is maintained
hre for the purpose of renewing the sup-

ply and it costs very little for banks to
get it The only charge for the exchange
Is 40 COStS per M for transportation
Tbe banks have learned that their cus-
tomers clean money and they do not
hesitate to return crumpled and worn

The business of redeeming paper money
las grown to such proportions that the
government recently found it necessary
to improve Its machinery for destroying
notes For more than half a century pa
per money for redemption was destroyed-
by being cut in two by a giant steel blade
operated by a strongarm employe Now
the notes are mutilated first by an elec-

trical punch which puts four holes in
each bundle of stacked up bills Then
they are further pushed under a knife
also operated by electricity which deftly
cuts them longitudinally through the mid-

dle Between 600000 and UG Oi individu-
al notes are thus destroyed every day

in a hundred and net a single member of
the Senate or House can tell you accu-

rately what parts of the United States
currency are legal tender and what are
not legal tender was the surprising
statement of a Treasury official Learn-
ed Senators who are devising a new cur-
rency system would have to resort to the
laws fn order to find out just exactly
what is meant by this term

Gold certificates are not a legal tender
but are receivable for customs taxes and
all public debts Silver certificates are
no a legal tender Neither are national
bank notes They are receivable how-
ever in payment of taxes excises public
lands and all other dues to the United
States except duties on imports TraVJe
dollars and fractional currency are not
legal tender Fractional currency Is re-

ceivable for postage and revenue stamps
and also in payment of any dues to the
United States less than 5 except duties

imports Foreign gold and sliver coins
are not legal tender

Hiding Money in Stoves
It is about time that the newspapers

were printing the usual warning against
hiding money in stoves and ranges said

time of year when women like to tuck
away a roll of bills in the back part of a
stove that has hOes put out of

for the summer It a cold day comes
along a servant or the absentminded
owner of the money is apt to start a fire
in the stove and the money goes up in
smoke

We have more case of burned money
sent in for redemption than any other
class when destruction is alleged The
total number of cases of this character
reaches a surprising number I am
sew keeping track of them just to sea
how many persons are foolish enough to
resort to this insecure method of hiding
money

The trick of depositing money in stoves
is confined largely to the North and
West The people of the South prefer to
bury their money This probably is a
habit that was acquired during the days
of the civil war We get many bundles
of moldy rotted paper money sent in
from the South where it bean burled
and forgotten
